Proteſtants to root them out, what by power, and what by poli« 
cy, was openly carricd on by the houle of Auſtria ; which mo- 
ved the King of Denmark Chriſtian the I V. and after him the 
King of Swedex,to comeupon the Stage: the Dare was ſoon- + 
overthrown, but God gave ſuch ſucceſs unto the Swedes, to the 
Landgrave of Heſſen their aſlociate, and to the French; ( who 
joined with them to ballance the power of Auſtria, after rhe 
Eic&or of Saxony had made his peace at Prague with the Empe- 
rour, and Geſerted the Proteſtant intereſt ) :- that fromthe death 
of Ring Gz/tavas, they continued the war with various ſucceſſes 
till theyear 1648. at which time the Swediſh being maſters in 
Bohemia, and the Emp:rour brought ſo low, that he ſaw. little

The Swediſh ſtood upon their ſatisfaftion and to keep a foot in 
the Empire, to be able upon all occaſions to ſecure or help the 
Proteftant partie; And the Proteſtant Princes they ſtood upon - 
the ſerling of all things and of themſelves in their tormer rights 
and poſſe{bons, as before the war,' and chiefly upon this point

Zealand, and in lieu thereof the King of Denmark quis unto 
him all bis rights in the Provinces of Haland and Sc , and 
of Blicken, which are the Continent of Sweder, on the North | 
fide-of the Sound; and doth moreover ſurrender unto him the 
Mand of Bor»holm,and the Lordlhips of Babuſcr,and of Drumben 
m /Norway, which lye moſt conyenlient to caule the Trade of Swe- 
dex to flouriſh. Some other conditions there are,bur lelle canſide- 
rable.The peace beIng cercluded and ratified by both Kings,the 
King of Dezmark feaſted the King of Sweden for certain days, and - 
at feverall tices both Kings were together alone, for the tpace 
of ewo or three hours at a time,wherebyitis copeeived thatthuy.
